mad'; and kept in u humid, subterraneous at- 
mosphere. There are numbers of old Bel- 
gian thread-makers, who, like spiders, ha\e 
p.is-ed the best part of their lives spinning in 
ii'lUr.*. This sort of occupation naturally has 
an injurious effect upon the health, and there- 
fore to induce people to follow it, they are 
highly paid. Iso wuges will compensnte for 
the loss of health and character.

STEAMER ARCTIC, Capt. Luce, arrived at 


Halifax, Jan. 24, at 11 A. M. 
Left Liverpool 


on the llth. It is understood she will leave 
for New York about 1 2 M. to-day. 


We regret to learn that she brings no news 


of the Atlantic. We now think that we shall 
receive intelligence from her by the Canada 
to arrive next week. The Revenue Schooner 
goes to Table Island, and on her return we 
may hear from the Atlantic. 


The America arrived, Monday evening 6th. 


Colton market dull with drooping aspect. 
Prices not actually lower than by the Asia. — 
Advices much less firm. 


Flour and Grain. — Trade is extremely lan- 


guid. 
The transactions going forward being 


only for present wonts. Western Canal is 
quoted at 20sa21)£s. Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore 23s. 
Corn has receded 6 pence, and 


in good demand — quotations, Western 30s. 
Yellow do, mixed, 22s 2da20 6d. In the pro- 
vision maiket more doing, especially in beef 
of good quality — now commands very full 
rate?. 
The rates for pork have impro\ed, and 


the advance is likely to be sustained. Moderate 
demand for bacon. Old hams move slowly, no 
new in market. No shoulders. Demand for 
lard not extensive, but holders have establish- 
ed un advance of 6d. 
Cheese more steady at 


full prices. 


The English general news possesses no fea- 


tures of special interest. 


FRANCE. — Great excitement had prevailed 


at Paris during the week, in consequence of 
the resignation of the Ministry. 
This was 


caused, first, by the known hostility of the 
President toward Gen. Changarnier, who in 
defiance of the earnest protestations of the 
ministry was given permission, by a decided 
majority, to justify his conduct before the As- 
sembly. Both the Right and Left warmly 
applauded the General, whereupon the minis- 
try withdrew with abruptness and resigned in 
a body. The President experiences great 
difficulty in forming a new Cabinet, those he 
invited to compose it having refused to accept 
office. This state of things continued for neai- 
ly H week, when, as we learn from a telegraph- 
ic despatch, dated Paris, Friday evening, the 
Monitejr 
appeared with 
the President's 


speech, and the official announcement of 
Baron Brown Delhuis, as Minister of 
For- 


eign Affairs. 
The new appointments of Min- 


isters of War, 
Marine, Public Works and 


Commerce, alone appear. 


A decree, signed bV the Minister pf the In- 


terior and War, 
is now published, for revok- 


ing the decree by which the National Guard 
and the troops of the First Division were uni- 
ted under one command. 
The effect of this 


decree is to abolish the post heretofore held 
by Gen. Changarnier. Perriot takes com- 
mand of the National Guards, and the troops 
of the First Division are to be commanded by 
Gen. Bareguani, who enters on his duties by 
a general order to the army of Paris, in which 
he explains the object of his minion. 
He 


states that he will maintain the discipline that 
his predecessor has established. He also states 
that he will uphold the authority established 
by the Constitution, and give his energetic 
support to the execution of the law<. 


A Postscript to the dispatch, dated 7th, al-o 


states, that a motion had been made in the 
Assembly that the members should retire to 
their bureaus until the preparation of Rcsolu 
tions expressive of the sense of the Legislature 
in regard to recent events. Nothing was car- 
ried against the act iq opposition of the Min- 
istry, by a vote of 350 to 253, and great con- 
fusion is stated to have prevailed in the As- 
sembly after the declaration of the vote. 


Very little was done with tne bureaus. 


DENMARK

twetm the Duchies had arrived at Rentiburg, 
and nt the latest report had given the author- 
ities three dayi time to consider what course 
they would pursue. In the meantime the 
government ami the people's representatives 
at Wurtemburg are at loggerheads on fh« 
subject of voting supplies, and there »ppe«i 
to be a probability that a second edition of the 
Hewe Cassel affair will finally be enacted In 
that «nall country.
